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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to RCE filed on 2/25/05 in which claims 1-5, 8-16 are 
pending. The applicant's amendments have been fully considered therefore this case is 
in condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts 
of record fail to anticipate or render obvious the following recited features: E) if said 
magnitude is not within said predetermined zone, determining whether said relative 
polarity is a positive polarity or a negative polarity if said relative polarity is positive, ' 
incrementing an accumulated value to adjust said position of said edge ; and if said 
relative polarity is negative, decrementing said accumulated value to adjust said 
position of said edge as recited in claims 1, 9 and 14. Said magnitude is greater than a 
predetermined value, determining a polarity of said phase offset magnitude and 
adjusting said clock signal (i) counter-clockwise if said polarity is positive and clockwise 
if said polarity not positive as recited in claim 15
